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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the conductive outer shell connectors" in lines 30- 
31. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, "bushig" 
should be changed to -- bushing --. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

. A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - ._. . . ... j . 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tang 
(6299479). 
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Tang (prior art Figures 1-3) shows a standard coaxial cable splitter having a solid 
electrically conductive splitter body 14 with a first end and a second end and a 
transverse opening 16 between the two ends formed by a pair of sidewalls wherein the 
three standard coaxial cables are crimped over three cable arrangement portions with 
crimp extensions 12 with their central conductors joined together in the opening 16 and 
their outer conductors are joined together through the conductive body 14. The standard 
coaxial cables have a central conductor surrounded by an insulating jacket surrounded 
by a conductive outer conductor which is surrounded by an outmost insulating jacket 
sheath. Male and female connectors at the ends of the cables, the opening formed by 
machining, a bushing (housing) to enclose the opening and the method of assembly are 
inherent. Such splitters are commercially available in general electronic stores.
